On January 26, 2004, applicant filed the above-referenced patent application with the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office. At the time of initial filing, applicant paid the $290 
multiple dependent claim fee required with check no. 58438. A copy of the Fee Transmittal for 
FY 2004 and a copy of the check are attached. Applicant paid to the Patent Office, a total of 
$ 1 , 1 72. The fees included on this check as seen on the Fee Transmittal included:

After the filing of an Amendment dated December 29, 2006, applicant was charged a 
second time a $360 multiple dependent claim fee. A copy of the Deposit Account Statement of 
February 1, 2007 is attached. 
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On February 15, 2007, a Request for Refund was filed with the Patent Office (attached). 
In a Response to Request dated March 22, 2007, also enclosed, our request for refund was denied 
because "It has been discovered that the initial request for the charge of the first presentation 
of multiple dependent claims was never processed.'" 

Whether or not the multiple dependent claims were never processed by the Patent Office, 
applicant is entitled to the $360 refund because applicant had already paid the $290 (see copy of 
check no. 58438), and should not be charged duplicate charges for multiple dependent claims 
because Patent Office's failure to process the initial request properly. 

Even if applicant had not paid the $290.00 multiple dependent claim fee at the time of 
filing, the Patent Office should have charged $290, not $360.00, because the filing fee for 
multiple dependent claims in 2004 was only $290, an overcharge of $70. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the $360.00 fee deducted from our deposit account in 
connection with the duplicate multiple dependent claim fees be credited to Deposit Account No. 
16-0820 (Order No. 36394).
